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INTRODUCTION 



The appearance of the first volume of Dr. E. B. Sharpens admiral 
"Hand-List of Birds^^ suggested to me the desirability of preparing a li 
similar in form, of the birds of the Philippine Islands. The need of s 
a list was especially great in view of the fact that among the America 
scattered through every province of the Philippine Archipelago th 
were a number of members of the American Ornithologists^s Union w\ 
were attempting to take up the study of Philippine birds, as well 
numerous amateur ornithologists, whose attention was attracted by 
unusual opportunities for ornithological work and who desired to iden' 
the birds to be found in the vicinity of their several stations. 

While the necessary literature for the identification of the known spec; 
of Philippine birds is on file in the general scientific library of the Bur( 
of Government Laboratories, its use by persons unfamiliar with Phil: 
pine ornithology is naturally attended with some practical difficulties 
therefore seemed to me highly desirable that there should be prepare 
hand-list giving references to descriptions of all species known to inhal 
the Philippines and stating accurately the known distribution of 
species within the Archipelago. I began work upon such a list f our y( 
ago, but manifold official duties prevented rapid progress. 

When the services of Mr. Richard C. McGregor were secured as collect 
of natural-history specimens this work, which had then been little m< 
than begun, was turned over to him, as was an unpublished man 
prepared by Dr. Frank S. Bourns and myself, from which it was h 
that he would be able to derive information of value. It is only fair| 
Mr. McGregor to say that from that time until August 16, 1905, 
which date he left for a well-earned rest in the United States, most of ' 
work upon the Hand-List was performed by him. My own. subsequ^ 
connection with it has been confined to consultation with him- on dotibfe 
points and to the final editing of the manuscript. As some of the fo 
notes were written by Mr. McGregor prior to his departure and oth 
which he has had no opportunity to see have been subsequently writi 
by me, I have deemed it desirable to give, in each instance, the authorsl 
of the footnotes. 

It has been our purpose to include all species which are known

liabit the geographicaJ area known as the Philippine Ishmcls, as fixed 

the treaty of Paris and the supplementary purchase of islands by the 
nited States Government. The species of the Palawan Islands (Bala- 
LC, Palawan^ Calamianes, and Cuyos groups) have accordingly been 
eluded. 

The Distribution List of Philippine Birds prepared by Dr. Frank 8. 
ourns and myself (Proceedings of the United States Rational Museum, 
ol. XX, pp. 549-566, 1898) enumerated 243 genera and 596 species 
r this same area. The work of Mr. John Whitehead, Dr. Edgar A. 
earns, Mr. Walter Goodfellow, Mr. John Waterstradt, and of Mr. Mc- 
regor and his Filipino assistants, together with such fragmentary work 

I myself have been able to carry on in connection with official trips 
rough the Islands, has raised this total to 284 genera, 691 identified 
ecies, and two species {Oceanodroma sp. and loriculus sp.) not identi- 
id. Some knowledge has been gained of the avifaume of the Islands of 
cao, Lubang, Cagayancillo, Agutaya, Calayan, Cresta de (Tallo, Maestro 

Campo, Semirara, East Balud, West Balud, and Sibay, the birds of 
lich were heretofore entirely unknown. 

The highlands of Mindanao have yielded a number of most interesting 
iw genera and species, and additional knowledge has been gained relative 

the birds of Luzon, Mindoro, Masbate, Xegros, Samar, Cuyo, Culion, 
igayan-Sulu, Fuga, Eomblon, and Sibuyan. 

From the information now available we may deduce the following con- 
isions relative to the zoological relationships of these several islands: 
Ticao belongs with the central group (Panay, Gluimaras, Negros, and 
asbate) rather than with Luzon. 

Lnbang must be considered a detached fragment of Ijuzon, as it has 
number of characteristic liUzon species and entirely lacks those which 
e especially characteristic of Mindoro. One species (Aethopyga ruhri' 
ta McGregor) is, so far as we at present know, confined to this island. 
On Cagayancillo is found Cinnyris aurora, but no other of the charac- 
'istic Palawan forms are known to exist there, while the occurrence of 
eh species as CentropUs viridis, Hypotaenidia torquata, Rallvna cury- 
Hoides, Limnobeanus fuscus, and Hierococcyx fugax, and tlie con- 
ieuous absence of many of the species which are most common on tlie 
ighboring islands, lead to the conclusion that Cagayancillo is an oceanic 
and of recent formation and that its bird population is composed of 
3 descendants of stragglers, most of which have probably come in from 
»gros or Mindanao, although C. aurora is evidently a wanderer from 
lyo or Palawan. 

Agutaya belongs to the Palawan group. 

Calayan has a strong Formosan element. Probably it will ultimately 
3ve that the Batanes and Babuyanes Islands form a group by them- 
ves. 
Semirara belongs with Mindoro. 



The islands may therefore be divided into zoologically distinct grouf 
as follows : I 

(1) The Palawan group^ consisting of Palawan and the small islan<j; 
adjacent to it^ Balabac^ Cagayan Sulu^ and the Cuyos and CalamiaH) 
Islands. The birds of this group show a very strong Bornean eleme^; 
The line of demarcation between the Philippines, zoologically speakinp^ 
and the Palawan Islands passes between Sibutu and the coast of Bornji 
and extends thence northward through the 8nlu Sea east of the Cny' 
group and through Mindoro Strait. t' 

(2) The central Philippines, comprising the Islands of Negros, Pana 
Guimaras, Masbate, and Ticao. They form a well-defined natural grou 
although in the case of Masbate and Ticao there are indications 
immigration from Luzon. i» 

(3) Mindoro and some of the islands immediately adjacent to ' 
including Semerara and doubtless also Ylin. *' 

(4) Luzon, Catanduanes, Marinduque, and Jjubang. '/ 

(5) Samar, Leyte, and Bohol. The Loriculus on Bohol proves to , 
Loriculus worcesteri and not Loriculus apicalis, while the presence i 
OrthotomiLS frontalis and Phahotrerom brevirostris among birds and , 
Galeopithecus philippinensis and Tarsius spectrmn among mammgj'j 
points unequivocally to the closest zoological relationship between Boh- 
and Leyte. ^• 

(6) Mindanao and the islands immediately adjacent to it form a gro't * 
by themselves. ■; 

(7) Basilan must be separated from Mindanao on account of the f a * 
that it has a number of representative forms of Mindanao species m 
lacks a number of species characteristic of Mindanao. ;' 

(8) Bongao, Tawi Tawi, Lapac, Siasi, and Sulu form a well-mark'; 
natural group, to which Sibutu must probably be added. t^\ 

(9) Tablas, Eomblon, and Sibuyan show no evidence of having be!; 
connected with any of the neighboring larger islands. They have'! 
number of peculiar species of birds, and Tablas and Eomblon shouj' 
probably be classed together. ; 

(10) Cebu can not be regarded as one of the central Philippine grot ^ 
but must be classed by itself. 

(11) The Batanes Islands have a strong Formosan element amo 
their birds. It remains to be seen whether the Babuyanes Islands mt , 
be grouped with them or must be considered as detached fragments^'! 
northern Luzon. ! i 

(12) Siquijor, Cagayancillo, and Cresta de Gallo are islands of recel 
origin, and their bird fauna^ have been derived from stragglers f r< j 
neighboring islands. ^!n 

While these several groups are by no means zoologically equivale: ^ 
each has its highly characteristic; species and forms a fairly natu; i; 
division. j 



In preparing the Hand-List no species has been recorded definitely 
om any island except upon authority believed to be unimpeachable, 
here doubt exists as to the occurrence of a given species on any island 
e fact is indicated by an interrogation point placed after the name of 
ch island. Several species for which no specific habitat within the 
rchipelago can be assigned have been included, upon the authority of 
e "Hand-List of Birds/' in the belief that so eminent an authority as 
r. Sharpe would not have recorded them as occurring in the Philippines 
thout sufficient evidence. On the other hand, a number of the Phil- 
ipine species included in Sharpens Hand-List have been excluded for 
asons stated at the proper places in the text. 

To and including the Family Certhiidce the sequence of families is 
at of Sharpens Hand-List, Volumes I to IV ; for the succeeding families 
3 have followed the scheme proposed by Dr. E. V. Shufeldt in the 
merican Naturalist, XXXVIII, pages 856-857. Thanks are due to 
r. Charles W. Eichmond for suggested corrections in the nomenclature 
. various genera and species. Dr. Edgar A. Mearns has kindly furnished 
MS. list of new localities for a number of species based upon his collec- 
pns from Mindanao and neighboring islands. 

.The work of the collectors regularly employed by the Insular Govern- 
ent, as well as that of residents of the Islands and of collectors rep- 
^enting scientific institutions of other countries, will doubtless make 
squent additions and corrections necessary if this Hand-List is to be 
pt up to date. Supplemental pages containing addenda will be pub- 
ihed from time to time until sufficient matter has been accumulated to 
^tify the revision of the entire list. 

It is hoped that students of Philippine ornithology will aid us, not only 
calling attention to any errors which they may note in this list but by 
fnmunicating authentic facts relative to the occurrence in the Philip- 
aes of species not included in it, and to the recording from any new 
ands in the Archipelago of species already known to inhabit the 
jiilippines. Due credit will be given to all persons furnishing such 
formation. 

Attention is invited to the fact that the ornithological books and papers 
jthe general scientific library of the Bureau of Government Laborato- 
js ^ and the bird collection of some 6,000 carefully identified specimens 
fy be used, under reasonable restrictions, by any properly accredited 
rson.
